The remarkable simplicity of Uhland's poetry, simple not 
only in language and style but also in thought and senti- 
ment, marks out his poems from among all (rerman 
literature as eminently fitted for the study of young 
beginners. No easier, and at the same time no more 
captivating, readings can possibly — I speak from long 
experience — be placed in the hands of English boys and 
girls. 

Some of his best romances, as " Bertrand de Bom," 
" Der Waller," " Das Schlosz am Meer," and a few others, 
will no doubt be missed by old Mends of the poet ; but 
as the selection has been made especially with a view to 
suit the capacities of mere tyros in the language, I had 
no altematiye but to exclude aQ poems, however excellent, 
which either in thought or in language seemed to me to 
be beyond the grasp of those for whom the selection is 
intended. 
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BIOGRAPHICAL NOTICE. 



JOHANN LuDWia Uhland was born at Tubingen, in the kingdom 
of Wtirtemberg, on the 26th of April 1787. He early devoted 
himself to the study of law in the university of his native town, 
but felt himself more powerfully attracted towards the cultivation 
of the Muses. His first poems date from his fourteenth year. 
Having matriculated, and in due course taken his degree of Doctor 
of Laws (1810), he availed himself of a stipend to pursue his law 
studies in Paris, especially with a view to make himself acquainted 
with the Code Napoleon, In reality, however, he spent the best 
of his time in deciphering in the Imperial libraiy the manuscripts 
of mediaeval French literature. It is to this period of his life that 
we are indebted for some of his best ballads, particularly those 
bearing upon the ancient troubadours and trouv^res (Durand, der 
Castellan von Coucy, Taillefer, etc. ) 

Though we are only concerned here with Uhland the poet, it 
would be doing but scant justice to his character if we were not to 
mention, though only incidentally, his almost lifelong struggles in 
the cause of the constitutional freedom of his native country. 

Elected a member of the Wtirtembergian Parliament (Stande-Ver- 
sammlung) for the electoral district of Tubingen (1819), he proved 
himself throughout his long parliamentary career one of the 
staimchest supporters of the old time-honoured Charter (Das gute 
alte Recht) which Eling William attempted to suppress. In this 
period fall his political poems, which, at the outset, won for him 
great popularity, and contributed to awaken his fellow-countrymen 
to a sense of their civic duties. 

No less distinguished were his labours in the field of scholarship. 
His essay on " Old French Epic Poetry " (1812), on ** Walther von 
der Vogelweide " (1822), his excellent collection of Popular Songs 
(1844-5), and a few other writings, subsequently collected and 
published under the title of Uhland s Schriften zur Geschichte der 
Dichtung und Bage (1865), claim for him a very high rank among

German scholars. His contributions to dramatic literature, how- 
ever, "Herzog Ernst von Schwaben" (1817), and "Ludwig der 
Baier " (1819), although noble conceptions, are wanting in dramatic 
life, and cannot be said to have added to his fame as a poet. 

In 1830 he was appointed Professor of the German Language and 
Literature at the University of Tubingen, but he soon resigned this 
post when he found it incompatible with his parliamentary duties. 
He died after a protracted illness on the 13th of November 1862. 

We conclude with an article on ^'Uhland*' in the English 
Cyclopaedia, in which the characteristic features of his poetry are 
well appreciated : — 

*'His songs, ballads, and romances form the most valuable 
portion of Uhland's literary works. His songs are distinguished 
by their spirit and energy, thejr truth and depth of feeling, their 
lively and picturesque representations of nature, and their varied 
subjects ; his patriotic songs, in particular, contain some heart- 
stirring appeals to all the better national feelings that were likely 
to arouse his countrymen, and in them is a mixture of earnestness 
and jocularity, with a fervent love of country, and aspiration after 
the great and good inspired by the recollections of their ancestors. 
His ballads and romance3 are remarkable for their apparent 
sunplicity, Xiie result of a most carefully exercised "ar^* shown by 
the extreme skill and felicity in the choice of words, and the 
masterly way in which characters are sketched perfectly but 
bfie^."

The glass, which is still in possession of that 
family, has the following verse engraven on it : — 

** If this glass do break or fall. 
Farewell the luck of Edenhall." 

Hence its name. It will be seen that Uhland has not strictly 
followed the original tradition, according to which the precious 
cup was saved from wreck by the presence of mina of the 
steward.

For the chief incidents of this ballad, one of Uhland's earliest 
attempts, — ^he was only seventeen when he first composed it — 
the young poet was indebted to Saxo Qra/mmaJticfas, a Danish 
historian, who lived in the twelfth century and wrote the his- 
tory of Denmark in Latin [HisUyria Danica). 

There it is related that Wermund, the old blind king of 
Denmark, was challenged by a king of Saxony either to resign 
his crown, or, failing this, to let their two sons meet in single 
combat to decide which was the worthiest successor to the Danuh 
throne. 

Wermund declares he is ready to meet the Saxon king him- 
self ; but the heralds spurn the idea of such an unequal combat, 
he being stricken in years and blind, when suddenly a voice is 
heard from the ranks of the Danes, accepting the challenge and 
declaring that there was one Dane ready to meet not only the 
Saxon king's son but another champion to boot. To the sur- 
prise of all, this turns out to be the Danish king's son Uffo, who 
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up to that day had passed for. dumb and imbecile — a fact on 
which the wily Saxon king had relied for the successful issue of 
his challenge. Uifo, having succeeded in overcoming his father's 
misgivings, is entrusted with the trusty blade JSkrep, which the 
king had long since buried in the ground, no one being deemed 
worthy to wield it after him. The combat takes place, and 
both the Saxon king's son and the giant champion attending 
him are killed. 

It will be seen that Uhland has not by any means strictly 
adhered to his original.
